Either of those conditions edn be 
a sound reasun for making o 
high orginal bid or leaping up to 
a high point after hearing frum 
your partner. 


South at Table 2 "was 3 one of 
those plnyers who considers him- 
self conservative, He reckoned 
that the surest way to tell his 
story to hls partner was by mak- 
ing a force of one more than

“Nevertheless, the British need 
to re-establish trade with China 
and afford some diplomatic pro- 
tectlon for Hong Kong was real 
and urgent, With so much of its 
foreign Investment = Iquidated, 
with its ' desperate  cfforts to 
secure every possible market 
abrond, the British had no cholce 
jbut to open relations with the 
Government that now dominates 
China, 

"It would be interesting to

The North Atlantic Council 
has met in Washington to 
consider the “strategic con- 
cept for the integrated defence 
of the North Atlantic area.’ 
The Council and President 
Truman will no doubt ap- 
prove it, after which military 
aid will start flowing from 
America to the European 
members, and the regional 
planning groups will make a 
practical start on their vital 
tasks. Thus a tremendous 
change in United States 
security policy will be 
brought into effect. - 

In the Far East the pro- 
blem has hardly passed the 
stage of open discussion. In 
some respects the old position 
has been reversed. The 
United States has shown as 
much diffidence about a 
Pacific Pact as it used to 
show toward what it used to 
regard as the quarrels and 
intrigues of the Old World. 
Yet the Far East has always 
commanded exceptional in- 
terest in) Washington, and 
still does. Now that Europe 
has been more or less settled, 
that interest will revive in 
constructive policy. 

Tt has already, in fact, 
been brought to the fore by 
the reaction to the  con- 
troversy about Taiwan, but 
minor rather than major de- 
cisions are alone involved 
for the present. The overall 
picture Js still far from clear, 
and it cannot be till the posi- 
tion of the two principal 
units, China and Japan, has 
been clarified. Britain’s re- 
cognition of the Chinese Com- 
munists will make no imme- 
diate difference in the gen- 
eral situation und in the 
opinion of American officials 
will not complicate the posi- 
tion regarding Taiwan's 
status. They have pointed 
out that both the British and

ning of the contract However, 
due to inflation the price became 
unrenatistle and the Company Ine 
rurred heavy losses, The  Con- 
munist Bureau refused to make 
nny readjustment in the price, 

The two companies appealed to 
Llu Shav-chi, No. 2 Communist 
Liu journeyed to Tientsin and ine 
vestigated the situation, He tm- 
mediately ordered the cancella- 
tion of the cement contract and 
substitution of a new one with a 
fexible price, He also ordered the 
Trade Bureau Jn Lingching to 
coase = {ts “forcing-down- price” 
policy and told the Chiuta Com- 
pany to send Its salt there, 

Despite the good showing of the 
Communists tn administration 
and army discipline, many obser:
